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Clare College was originally founded in 1326 as Univer¬ 
sity Hall, but was re-named after Lady El z ibeth de Clare, 
granddaughter of Edward I., who consideraoly augmented 
its endowments. The present buildings date chiefly from 
between 1639 and T.715. The bridge connects the College 
buildings with the Fellows Garden, and from it can be 
obtained a most beautiful view.
